Savings Deposits. 

Among the various regulation* approved 
by your association there Is one which 
seems to me of transcendent itupbrtance 
at this tlm**. It Is that savings deposits, 
when taken by (Commercial banks and 
trust com itunica, should be required by 
law to he segregated from other deposits 
and Invested In those securities in each 
State which arc considered safest and 
best. We are face to face with postal 
savings bank* legislation. It Is safe to 
suy that none of us would favor this ©X’ 
tension of government activity if safe de¬ 
positor lea for savings could be provided 
by individual effort. 

• • • 

Postal Bank Local Issue. 

In my opinion the postal savings bank Is 
not a national, but a local Issue. The call 
for It come* from the West and the South 
where there l* no savings bank legislation, 
and where hanks are far removed from 
settlements. New York. New England. 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania call for 
them very little because the legislatures 
of those Hint*'* have provided aavlns* 
bank legislation. 

If State banks all over the country were 
made safe depositories for th© savings of 
the people there la llttl© doubt that the 
ngltaLion for th© postal savings bank 
would cease. 

There Is a simple way of accomplishing 
this and it has already been adopted in 
t'alifornla, Connecticut. Massachusetts. 
Michigan, New Hampshire, Rhode Island. 
Ohio and Texas. This plan will come be¬ 
fore the coming convention of the Na¬ 
tional Bankers’ Association ns th© ap¬ 
proved legislature programme of the Inw 
committee of Its savings hank section, and 
I Imve been told is i**»ng considered by 
th© National Monetary Commission.

His next step was membership In a 
firm which represented the Bout hern 
Pacific. He became so valuable to this 
system under Mr. Harrlman that he was 
made general counsel with offices at 
Houston. Three years ago, Harrlman 
brought him to this city 


The various questions of nationul 
finance udth which subject the curren¬

Th© 
sesaldn of the council was behind closed 
doors and it was later announced that 
Ihe suggestions of the various commit¬ 
tees had been approved without excep¬ 
tion.

Delegates Uphold Guaranty Law. 


Coincident with the preliminaries for 
the main convention, the convention of 
the National Association of Supervisors 
of State banks waa held, at which the 
supervlaors from each State represented 
outlined the condition of banks in their 
State. The representatives from Kansas 
and Oklahoma spoke strongly In favor 
of the guaranty laws now in force in 
thoeo States. A. M Young, of Okla¬ 
homa, declared that it was not easy for 
un improper person to open a bank In 
his State, and J. M. Dooley, of Kansas, 
insisted that had the hank guaranty 
l^w been in force throughout the coun¬ 
try for forty year*.

Only Way To Prevent Establishment 
of Saving© Banks, Says Mr. Jay. 

Chicago. Sept 13.—The annual con¬ 
vention of the National Association of 
Supervisors of State Bank* was held 


he nl«n require© complete segregation 
savings deposits from commercial ©r 
other deposits of a hank or trust company, 
the Investment* and accounting of which 
are kept a* »»*i>arat** from th© other busl- 
ne©» a© if the saving* department were 
another bank entirely. The savings de¬ 
posits must be Invested as only the laws 
of the State permit. In case of failure the 
assets of the savings department may be 
used to pay off the saving* depositors first 
and wen If those asavts should prove 
Insufficient, the savings depositors have 
equal claim with other creditors on the 
general assets of th© »»ank nnd upon the 
Hnhtlttle© of its stockholders. 

There can be little doubt that the adop¬ 
tion of this plan with ngid supervision 
would create th© confidence necessary to 
hring into circulation many mtlllnna of 
saving© which are now being hoarded.

Uniform State Banking Laws. 

President Jay's address was followed 
by the report of the committee on uni¬ 
form Elate banking law* and uniform 
classification of hank reports Th© com¬ 
mittee, In referring to the resutts that 
have been accomplished, reports that 
Ihe lavr commute©* of tb© savings bank 
section of the American Bankers 
soclatlon ha* adopted th© principle of

To Adorn Moral. 


In Address Before Louisville 
Literary Society, 


Promises To Deal With Spe¬ 
cific Instances Soon. 


ADVOCATES A NEW SYSTEM. 


A story of startling conditions exist¬ 
ing in a School Board, Just any old 
School Board, none In particular, 
wax read by Dr. 1. N. Bloom, 
president of the Louisville School 
Board, at the ffrst meeting of the 
Louisville Literary Society, in the 
Free Public Library lf«t night. That 
appointment*, promotions, rejections of 
teachers, the selling of teachers' cer¬ 
tificates to negro teachers for large 
sums of money, the refusal to nominate 
efficient truant officers, the keeping of 
Juniors In tho employ of the Sciiool 
Board for their political power alone, 
were all touched upon by Dr. Bloom, 
and he promised a statement, consist¬ 
ing of specific Instances, in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

That tha schools of Louisville are In 
a fearfully poor condition, and that 
hundred* of thousandgof dollars would 
be needed to build up adequate quar¬ 
ters for the children of Louisville, was 
hta statement last night. That the 
only way to bring about a reform and 
afterward the securing of tho adequate 
quarters. Is to take the School Board 
out of politics and to elect a commis¬ 
sion of five or seven members, the 
members of which should be nominated 
on petition of 300 or 500 property-hold¬ 
ers or housekeepers, he also stated.

V T don’t know now the thought came 
to Scruggs. that he wanted to be a school 
trustee, and 1 don't think that Scruggs

Hr* has absorbed a certain amount of 
parlinmemory law which serves him in 
gvnxl Mead In a body which wastes most 
of Ita tune m Idle debate. Now. mark 
you. I do pot say that Hcrugg* t*» dishon¬ 
est. but ho certainly has prospered mar¬ 
velously since he went into poIRtcs. Ho Is 
» .ousokeeper. owning a noc unpreten¬ 
tious reside nos In his district and Is a lib¬ 
eral patron of most of the tradesman lu 
Ms w ard.

Breath of Scandal. 

"Only once or twice has the breath of 
smwdiil been rolled against him, and 
then nothing w*as proven. It sevens that 
two colored women who had graduated 
from the Touchers’ School with credit 
had vainly sought appointments as tewoh- 
ers In bla dlMiirt. At last thery were ap* 
port nod by Scruggs. Sometlm* thereafter 
they were persuaded to show that their 
appointment had cost them I10U each, 
which they had paid by note after their 
appointment, as they had promised to do. 
to a poor negro teamster, through whom 
they* had conducted negotiation*. Of 
course a grand jury* investigated this and 
Rcruggx tuime out untarnished, whlla the 
teamster assured the grand Jury that he 2 
end he alone, bod received the 3»500. and 
that It was paid to him solely for his In¬ 
fluence with tho board in tha appointment 
of teachers. 

"There were several embarrassing ques¬ 
tions naked of Scruggs when he was put 
Upon tho stand. He was asked, whether it 
was not customary for the board to eiect 
ail tho tear hers nominated by the trustee 
of the district for which ihey were In¬ 
tended without dl»«ent. To this he had an¬ 
swered ‘yes.’ He was further asked wheth¬ 
er he had ever been ’turned down’ on any 
appointment of teacher that he had ever 
made? To which he answered that ho never 
was. With a Anal question a» to how 
many teachers he had appointed in his 
five years of service ho Wl answered 
‘about sixty-five * 

"Of course, there was no one to gain, 
sar the claim that tha teamster had re¬ 
ceived th«* six hundred dollars for thcoe 
two appointments and Scruggs* honrr was 
without blemish 

"Then there wn* the matter of the new 
eohool building on the corner of Thlr- 
t^enth and East streets. The ground fur 
this building, you may remember, was 
purchased by the school hoard through a 
committee of which Scruggs was chair¬ 
man. for 1100 a foot, although an the 
other property on the block could then 
and now have been reodlly purchased for 
I2S per foot.

New Colored School. 


’Thera w*us then presented to him the 
problem, how was he to secure his elec¬ 
tion? This much woe certain. Forklns 
was sur* to bo renominated by his party 
in the district In which they both lived, 
therefore. If he wm* to run at all. It must 
be Against Perkin* and on I the opposition 
ticket. But how to eecuri the nomina¬ 
tion? He know but f rm hion of prom-» 
Inencc, ami these Unsworn only too w**ll 
Th«r knrw him to hr W.teriUe ehifllcsii 
without character anu unreliable.

A Pliable Man. 


"Besides, thought tho bos*. If elected 
flcrugjp wHl do what 1 tell him. and a* 
l am an honest nuxn. nover Isxvlng stolen 
a dollar. 1 will only aak him to do such 
things os will help perpetuate tbe party in 
office, and have him assist me to get a 
few contracts. 

"So November came afid Scruggs beat 
th* opposition because no one knew blm. 
because he was backed by a party that 
did not care to know him and because 
the office of school trustee was considered 
of such little Importance that anybody 
could fill it. 

"So we now aee Scruggs duly Installed 
with property qualification as required 
by law-, due to the klndnee* of a friend 
who deeded to him a email lot. which 
deed was never recorded Behold Scruggs, 
In all Ms poorer and glory It wa« the 
flret time Mr Scruggs had ever had any 
power and he Immediately wanted to ex¬ 
ercise it. He found a colleague of the 
same caliber There were sixty teachers 
In the schools of Ms district and ha saw 
at once that It was necessary that they 
should know that their tenure of office 
depended upon himself and colleague. It 
wn* easy to convey this Information by 
direct mean* and Indirect means. 

Within a month there wtu» not a teach¬ 
er. whit* or colored, but knew merit 
would count for little against the favor¬ 
itism of the representatives of the district, 

’’Indeed, this wo* seen very soon after 
the ♦'lection, when Mins Brown, who had 
taught with credit for alx years, was 
dropped from the roll* to be succeeded by 
Miss Harrison, who wss a cousin of 
BUlle Dewey and the niece of the deputy 
sheriff of the dominant party. 

• • • * 

Nothing Against Woman. 

"To be sure, there was nothing against 
Miss Harrison; she had gone through the 
teacher's school In a ll*t!e*» sort «>f a 
way and graduated near the tail end of 
the vlaa* But Scruggs had the power and 
with hi* colleague** acquiescence, he ex¬ 
ercised It. 

"Then came the serious question of a 
Janitor. In ‘The Srhwarxburg School* 
(named after a former trustee of that 
namel there was a very good janitor who 
had w a rned to take no interest In the 
previous election. Ho simply k*pt the 
school clean, attended to the furnace, 
scrubbed the floor and drew his salary at 
the'end of each month. To be smv the 
salary was twice a* much as the work 
called for. hut the city paid It and that 
was a matter that lmd been determined 
tWoiv Scruggs took office and he saw no 
reason for a change. 

"Hcruggs. now. had an uncle who. just 
at this time, could earn 1cm than half 
what the Janitor wo* receiving. What la 
more commendable than family affection? 
Why see his aged relative waste his Umr 
and strength for a smalt pittance when •< 
competency without labor was within 
reach? Had not fieragg# helped his col¬ 
league’s family with similar favors? 

"Hr* in due time Hcruggs* uncle became 
the Janitor of this school, where he may 
be seen any afternoon seated In the front 
yard In his easy chair, smoking hta pipe 
and at peace with all the world. 

"Our Janitor Is l**y enough during the 
day time, but tn the evening he finds 
abundant opportunity for the exercise of 
hie activities. As long as Ms nephew la 
In office he knows he will remain as 
Janitor, however unworthily he may fill 
the position but to keep hie nephew in 
office ho must be a vote-getter.

How To Get Votes. 


"Morover, It wo* situated In the most 
disreputable portion of the city, In which 
these events took place. The surroundings 
were literally of Uw vilest description and 
here Lho uplifting of the colored children 
through education was to ho begun There 
waa an Investigation, which didn't Invcs- 
tigatw Men w*re Afraid to tel) what th*y 
knew or to say what they thought, and 
Rcruggs emerged from the putrid mess 
without malodorous taint. 

"It was now that Scruggs was able to 
do his cleverest work. He formed a com¬ 
bination In the board by’ which any and 
every measure whl**h he and Ms Intimates 
Introduced was discussed in caucus and 
earned in u»v board. Contract* were 
given out where they could do the most 
good to the individual school trustees. 
Plumber*, painters, booksellers, chemists 
department More owners, printers, all 
shared In the booty. There was a nomi¬ 
nal bid made on each contract, but. given 
the names of the contractors. U was easy 
to tell who would secure the bid 

"The minority fought hi vain against U. 

"The coalition held. 

’The published report* In the paper* 
meant nothing to the people. They only 
knew to whom the contract* were award¬ 
ed. Not the method by which they were 
ob( i *%«„!. i 

'*A tPw cltlxcn*. Insignificant in 

number, had been conscious of the con¬ 
ditions tor many years and. accepting the 
requirements of the charter, had at vari- 
oua sought fo improve matters by 

attempting to secure better men as can¬ 
didates for school trustees. But, with fow 
exceptions, they had signally failed. Men 
of culture, ability and education wrro un¬ 
willing to make the personal sacrifice, not 
that they begrudged the time or the labor, 
but they feared thr association. 

• • • 

Controlled the Majority. 


"So Scruggs controlled the majority and 
put things through. Ha did not neglect 
the oducatlonal work any more than be 
did the business portion. The superinten¬ 
dent *•** nominally consulted, but always 
overruled when It suited the purpose of 
tbe coalition to overrule. Scruggs promot. 
od teachers; be appointed teacher*, he 
dismissed teacher*. b*» rejected loach ers. 
hr* controlled th* supervision of lb* course 
of study; he prvscribsd th** text-books in 
Greek. Latin, aJgebra, political economy 
and tbe solencon. Ho determined the sala¬ 
ries until ho bocame the great factor ip 
Cite political life In the city in whu.ii these 
event* took place. Hundreds of his friends 
were Interested In tho appointment of this 
or that tearbar and with each complainant 
appointment ho Increased tho number of 
his adherent*. 

•'Politicians higher up demandod that 
this or that party be placed on the list 
of teachar*. or that this uprion be ap¬ 
pointed as principal Nor did the more cul¬ 
tured element hold bock in their requests. 
They ceased to go to the superintendent, 
but dealt directly with Scruggs m educa- 

r ul affairs. One lady drove up to assure 
that her nice* would accept *n ap¬ 
pointment and another one convinced 
him that a relative deserved a promotion 
"New. Scruggs at this time wa* no f«»J. 
and further ho was ambitious, so h* glad 
iy embrooed the opportulty of obliging 
those with influent. •*, and now b**twtd 
Rcrugg* tvtth acquaintance* all over the 
city under obligations to hlmutnd acclaim¬ 
ing his praise. The result to the orhool 
•system itself was moot pernicious. 

"Merit ceased to count. 

"Teaciwra who bad formerly gone away 
to spend their summer vacations tn col¬ 
leges and universities for higher devel¬ 
opment said, ’what’s the uae?* They saw 
their ststera dlsmlseed without cause and 
their place** filled by ih*' notoriously in¬ 
competent. Girls who had distinguished 
them selves by the neglect of their work as 
teachers were rapidly being promoted over 
the protest of the superintendent. Con¬ 
fusion and disorder reigned everywhere. 
There was no loyalty among the teachers. 
The course of Instruction varied In the 
(llffcrrnt schools widely. Trustees took It 
upon tlkcmselves to excuse use hem from 
this duty or that, *afe In the dhpport of 
the coalition and also. In the rules of the 
board as modified by the majority. The 
superintendent. though being without 
power, was looked upon as a necessary 
fixture, without authority, to be obeyed 
or disobeyed at will.

"In the meantime chaos reigned in the 
schools. Teachers and principals no 
longer looked for guidance to the superin¬ 
tendent. hut consulted their trustee* said 
through tltem the majority In the board. 
The best teachers were discouraged and 
relaxed their efforts when they saw gp- 
potntmvnts and promotion* going to tne 
unworthy. Application* for position* were 
not considered according to their previous 
records Those who did beat In * tbe 
teacher** school were eet aside for those 
who j»tom! last on the list when appoint¬ 
ments were made, and the ambition to 
make a record passed away. 

The school house* through lack of care 
and attention had degenerated into un- 
sanltarv and dUnptdated buildings. Few 
new ones were built. Worthies* Janitors, 
drawing large salaries and owing their 
appointment* to politic* and favoritism, 
could not find the time to keep them 
clean and In decent repair. 

* Members of the board were directly 
and Indirectly interested in important 
contract* and bent nil llnrir effort, there¬ 
fore. to secure their own re-eltotJon 
"At last conditions grow intolerable The 
few good cltixens a!r«*ndy referred to. w»ho 
had kept In touch with them, met for 
their «l!*cua*lon. To their surprise they 
found that quite a Urge number of good 
women were even better acquainted with 
the mlsgovernment of the schools than 
they were and were xealous for a change 
"Some ex-fruribe* wbo had always »wn 
In the minority and who had refused to 
continue to sacrifice themselves by re¬ 
maining on the hoard, attended the meet¬ 
ing and enlightened it. And after ext«- 
rvg condition* had been thoroughly 
brought out, this band determined to work 
for A hottemv^nt, and determined to worn 
as hard for good as Scruggs had for evil. 

"Other vMjes wore visited where good 
school government prevailed and the 
mrthixl studied by which the change l ad 
br*en arr^mplishedL 

to ihedr rurorlse thev found Uiat at 
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to create much enduring unpleaxant- 
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sometime or other conditions existing In 
their own city hod been duplicated in *U 
these Each city had hod JU tferugg* a* 
a natural evolution of bad educational 
laws Every w ber* they found politics do 
be a most pc'.cm factor far evil. They 
found the laws as they had existed *m- 
couraged the ignorant and vicious to 
Stand for office and delernrd the cultured. 
The Indifference of the people has been 
as great In one city as In the other, and 
t!.*- dUrineUnatUxi of the bettor element to 
come Into the limelight of publiety by 
fighting for a betu-rmeni.

Fight Unsuccessful. 

• But in a large number of cities tht 
ffght hod been succecn.fuily made It was 
not difficult to arouse the people when 
onoe thoroughly Informed, and urdformal- 
Jy the same methods had been taker. To 
give publicity to th© evils which had 
grown great in the privacy of the School 
Hoard a***mbly room. 

"The press was appealed to with suc¬ 
cess. Dlaregardlng p*»Mic*. ont* paper aft¬ 
er another filled Its editorials wUh con¬ 
demnation of school mlsgovernment. Let¬ 
ter after letter appeared in their columns 
calling attention to t)w various avils and 
the best method for their correction, un¬ 
til at last a plan was evolved by which 
this great improvement could be obtained. 
At this urn# the public conscience had 
been awakened In many other direction* 
and it a eon s ed ripe for this groat reform 

"It is needless to go itto the manner 
of how It was don©. Suffice it to say that 
ib© interest of the people grew until they 
t.»r«'iune active In thetr demands for the 
change and as a result the School Board, 
as It had existed, was abolished by legis¬ 
lative action. In Its stead an election wm 
ordered In accordance with an amend'd 
charter. In which five men wern to be 
chosen by the whole city to constitute an 
educational commission These were elect¬ 
ed on a nonpollUcal basis. It being a mis¬ 
demeanor for an election officer to atat© 
the politics of any of the candidates. The 
ballot was a secret one. Anv three hun¬ 
dred cftlxens by petition could nominate a 
candidate. At th© first election sixteen 
men were placed In nomination on the 
rotary ballot system. With few exception* 
these men were of a class far superior 
to the avenue* of any School Board. Of 
the five elected, four wer* men of edu¬ 
cation. culture and a high order of bust- 
n*»* ability. Th© fifth wn fairly well 
qualified and thoroughly honest. Three of 
the men selected were as good as could 
be gotten. AH of them knew well the 
evfis which bsd crept Into tbe schools. 


Errors of Forty Years. 


Bt. Johns. N F.. Sept. 13 .—Alan 
Whitten, who was boatswain of the 
Peary auxiliary steamer Erik, In 1905, 
and again in 1908, adds hi© quota to the 
polar controversy to-day. On fils ex¬ 
peditions he naturally sow much of 
Peary and knew of Peary's plans. He 
was also on the Erik In the summer of 
1907. when she lay for a weak in Syd¬ 
ney. nlonfpdd' the schooner. John It. 
Bradley. In which Dr. Cook was start¬ 
ing for the pole, the Erik that year go¬ 
ing to Hudson Bay for the Canadian 
Government.

Confirms Cook’s Charges. 

Whitten saya that th© Bradley was 
abundantly equipped for Conk's expe¬ 
dition. having supplies for at l*a*t 
three years ff© confirms the charge 
made by Dr. C\»ok at Copenhagen that 
Peary’s people took Cook’s provisions, 
adding that not only did th© crew of 
the ship tak© Cook s stores that were 
at Etiih, but that boats were sent to 
Annotok. thirty mile* distant, to re¬ 
move Cook’s provisions, which were 
stored there.

Strange Thing To Do. 

Whitten admitted, however that he 
did not know If this removal was by ar¬ 
rangement between KudMph© Franck© 
who was left in charge of the provis¬ 
ions, and Peary, or Peary’s representa¬ 
tives. but he thought that In any event. 
It was a strange thing to do. In view of 
of th© fart that Cook was th*h away 
on tha Ice floes, and might return and 
find his provisions gone.

Other Valuables Taken. 


The boatswain also made the state¬ 
ment that both Cook’s and Francke’a 
collections of Ivory and nklns. some of 
them very valuable, likewise were l ik¬ 
en. Ho said that the trouble with 
Peary's previous expeditions had been 
the lack of supplies. Instead of re¬ 
maining away for three years. Com¬ 
mander Peary waa compelled to return 
after about fifteen months, the rvul 
reosoit. Whitten declared, bvjng that he 
did not have enough supplies to re¬ 
main longer.

HOW MARVIN MET DEATH. 


Goes Through Thin Ice In Load and 
Drowns- 

Battle Harbor. Labrador, Sept. 13.— 
The following information was obtain¬ 
ed from a member of the Peary expedi¬ 
tion regarding Marvin’s death; 

"Marvin left Peary on the way up 
on Friday, March 38, to return to the 
ship. He had with him two Eskimos 
and seventeen dogs The .story of the 
professor’s death was obtained from 
on© of the F,skimo*. April 10 Marvin 
was forty-five miles from Tape Colum- 
blo He Marled out that morning, 
walking ahead. The Eskimos were de¬ 
layed in (Kicking the sledges, a fact 
that permitted Marvin to get a good 
atari op them. 

"When the Eskimos arrived at an 
open lead they noticed that the young 
lc© was broken about twenty-flve yards 
oat. and they saw what looked like a 
man's body floating In the center of the 
lead. Owing to the treacherous condi¬ 
tion of the Ice tho Eskimos could not 
venture out. They returned to the 
Roosevelt and reported 

"Capt. Bartlett then went back to 
th© point they designated and recov¬ 
ered Prof. Marvin’s spare boots, 
clothing and personal belongings which 
were still on the fc© where tbe Esklmoa 
had left them. The superstition* of 
th©lr race prevented the natives from 
bringing the dead man effects with 
them. Prof. Marvin's records and ob¬ 
servations were saved." 

GERMANY IN THE GAME. 

Has Not Abandoned Discovery of 
Pole By Balloon. 

Kiel. Rept. 13—Prince Henry, of 
Prussia, announced lo-day that Emper¬ 
or William had accepted the protection 
of tho enterprise named the German 
Arctic Airship Expedition, which pur¬ 
poses to conduct scientific research in 
the unknown polar scan by means of a 
dirigible airship. This project was Ini¬ 
tiated before Dr. Cook and Commander 
Peary reported having discovered the 
pole. Th© enterprise has ample finan¬ 
cial resources. 

Criticism of Peary's Actions. 

Parts. Sept. 13.—The Temp© a vain se¬ 
verely criticises Commander Peary’s 
"broadcast accusations" against Dr. 
Cook, as well as his "general grandilo¬ 
quent attitude." saying in this connec¬ 
tion: 

"Peary’'© patriotic declaration ob uit 
taking poesesMon of th© pole in the 
name of ih© President of the United 
State*, contrasts with the commercial 
spirit he displayed In copyrighting the* 
story." 

FRENCH SCIENfFsFSAYS 

BOTH EXPLORERS ERRED. 


Thinks It Physically Impossible To 
Got Correct Observations 
At the Pole. 


Psrls, Sept. 13.—Raymond Lcstonnat. 
a member of th© Superior Council of 
Navigation, questioned to-day regard¬ 
ing the unn«»unced discovery of th© 
North Pole, said he thought that the 
difficulties of ascertaining a position 
In high polar latitudes made it quit© 
likely that both Commander P©ary and 
Dr Cook were In ©n\r. The delicacy 
•'f the r *rdlng instruments and the 


fact that the excessive cold makes it 
neccasgry to handle them with muffler! 
flng rs, together with th© nOraction of 
th© rays of the sun, make accurate use 
of the sextant almost Impossible. 

Continuing, M. Lestonnat said he 
thought a da»h to the pole had Utile 
scientific value. Tho real secrets a re 
to be found at the magnetic pole, 
where a study of conditions might fur¬ 
nish very Important Indications regard¬ 
ing tho physical properties of th© globe. 

WAITING FOR EXPLORERS. 

New York Champions of Both Men 
Preparing Big Receptions. 

New York. Sept. 13.—The opinion of 
th© noted French scientist. Raymond 
Lostonnat. cabled from Paris to-day, 
gave warning tha*. the North Pol© con¬ 
troversialist* may obstruct their own 
ends. It was the first definite expres¬ 
sion of belief that both Commander 
Puary and Dr. Cook might b© wrong in 
believing they hud attained the top of 
the earth.

MANY GROWERS SIGN PLEDGE. 


Lexington. Ky., Sept. 13.—(Special.) 
—The initial court day crowd was In 
this city to-day and this afternoon a 
large number of people, composed 
chiefly of those interested in tobacco 
growing, assembled at the courthouse 
t6 hear addresses in tjie Interest of the 
Burley Tobacco Society pledge for 1909 
delivered by Judge E. C. OHear of the 
Court of Appeals; former Congressman 
W. P. Klmbell. of this city, and Charles 
Marvin, of this county. 

• • • 

Judge O’Rear Speaks. 

Judge O'Hear. In his address, fully 
indorsed the proposed pooling plan for 
growers of White Burley tobacco. 

Ho said that it had been established 
years ago that this variety of tobacco 
could not be grown outside of the lime¬ 
stone belt, principally made up of coun¬ 
ties in Kentucky. White Burley tobac¬ 
co brings twice the price of dark to¬ 
bacco and weighs double, yet the labor 
of producing It Is no more than re¬ 
quired for the darker varieties. He 
said that the opportunity was now 
within the reach of Kentucky farmers, 
and probably would not come again In 
many years. The American Tobacco 
Company, which Is the one buyer for 
the product. Is practically without to¬ 
bacco to supply its manufactories, and 
the grower Is In a position to dictate 
prices. It would be folly, he said, for 
them not to take advantage of the sit¬ 
uation to establish themselves upon a 
permanent basis and secure fair prices 
not only for this crv»p, but for all that 
may be grown in the future. He ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that they should 
receive 25 cents per pound for the crop 
now being cut, but said that if they 
should fix the price at 40 cents the 
American Tobacco Company would 
have to pay that much, and could still 
make a profit. The lowest grade of 
the manufactured product sells at 55 
cents per pound. 

The burden of his address pertained 
to the necessity of organisation to meet 
combination In alt other avocations and 
professions.

W. P. Kimball's Talk. 


Mr. Kimball spoke of his long In¬ 
terest in organization of the farmer for 
better prices and said that since 1903 
he had publicly advocated co-operative 
efforts He said that in union was 
the strength of the agricultural class, 
and only In this way could the farmer 
protect himself from oppressions. The 
last pool proved tho feasibility of com¬ 
bination and what had preceded it 
had established the necessity for a 
pooling of interests. He warned grow¬ 
ers against the emissaries of the to¬ 
bacco trusts, who, he said, aro now 
active In the Burley belt trying to 
belittle the movement and create dis¬ 
cord. v • 

He m.1d lhat by co-operation grow¬ 
ers of Buriw tobacco had tripled the 
pr’je heretoiCre received. ThAt should 
be answer enough to every earplug 
critic. He said that for six years he 
had been an advocate of the tobacco 
pool and had received not so much as 
his expenses for his labors In Its be¬ 
half. H© appealed to Kentuckians, out 
of justice to themselves, to do some¬ 
thing for the advancement of tho State 
and for their own Interests. 

At the conclusion of the speaking a 
number of growers signed tho pledge, 
among them being Rankin Clemmons, 
one of the largest land holders of this 
county, who has heretofcre been op¬ 
posed to the pool. 

President Clarence LeBue, of tho 
Burley Society, was scheduled to deliv¬ 
er an address, but when the other 
speakers had finished It was so late Mr. 
LeBua refrained from detaining the 
growers with any remarks.

Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 13 .—(Special ' 
Judge R. L. Stout convened Circuit 
Court this morning in the 8enate cham¬ 
ber of the old Statehoune shortly after 
10 o’clock, and after the motion hour 
Impanelled the grand Jury. In bl* 
charge to the grand Jury he said he 
had told the hurt, grand jury that 
Franklin county was to be congratu- 
l ated u pon the fact that her citizens 
were as law-abiding as any in the State 
and now he had no reason to withdraw 
the opinion then expressed, even If the 
riot of some ten days ago had taken 
place. Continuing, he said in substance:

Charge To Grand Jury. 


"Without expressing any opinion as 
to the riot of ten days ago, for I know 
nothing of the facta I want to say 
that the news of the happening was 
heralded all over the country much to 
the discredit of Famkfort and the 
State of Kentucky. However, from 
what I have been Informed, the large 
majority of those who participated In 
and were responsible for the riot, were 
people who did not live la Frankfort, 
and therefore I repeat that I have no 
reason to withdraw* what I said to the 
last grand Jury about Frankfort and 
Franklin county being as law-abiding 
as any section of the country. We are, 
or ought to be, governed as a people 
by the civil officers of the State and 
county,

Not a Government of Military. 


"How does Mayor Grinstead keep his 
police out of politics? Why. by allow¬ 
ing his Chief of Police. Hanger, to hold 
nightly political sessions. The Mayor’s 
Chief of Police Is Aaron Kohn's chief 
lieutenant. But you saw that great 
cavalry brigade on Fourth avenue thi* 
morning, with Chief Haager bowing 
and scraping. He realized that he was 
giving an exhibition for the Grinstead 
administration. But there is too much 
fuss and feathers down at the city 
hall these days, and the taxpayers aro 
paying dearly for It. Grinstead and his 
followers are crying low taxes. Look 
at your raise in water rates since Grin¬ 
stead went Into office. They took 2 
cents from the schools which they will 
eventually have to make good, or at 
least the taxpayers will have to make 
it good.

The 
Courier-Journal quoted me correctly 
when K said: ’One of the men who 
asked me to discharge the Jan I tress be¬ 
cause she was a Catholic am! an ap¬ 
pointee of a Democratic board, waa 
Robert Harris.* I did not mean to con¬ 
vey, in so many word*.

There 
were, however, member* of the Eighth 
Ward Republican organization who 
came out !>oldly and asked the removal 
of the Jalntrc** because of her religious 
affiliations Mr. Harris was not one 
of them." 

Mr. Harris’ statement follows: 

"The Interview published In to-day's 


Courier-Journal by Trustee P. G. Coker 
quotes me with saying that 1 was one 
of the men that asked him to discharge 
the Janltres* of the James Norton 
School because »he was a Catholic. This 
statement Is without foundation and 
truth. While I have been frequently 
called upon since Incoming a member 
of the Legislature to make recom¬ 
mendations. I have never yet inquired 
Into the religious view* of any appli¬ 
cant for office I recommended and 
was Instrumental In securing the ap¬ 
pointment of Pat Filburn. a Catholic 
of this city, who I* now the labor in¬ 
spector of the State.

He Is a lit¬ 
tle late in giving this interview, as he 
claims to have received the information 
over a year ago He 1* evidently try 
ing to Injure ins In my race for re¬ 
elect Ion to the Legislature; but I have 
no fears ns to the result. I did not 
know whether the position mentioned 
by Mr. Coker was held by a man or 
a woman. I only recommended n friend 
of mine for Janitor, a* I had a perfect 
right to do."

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 13 —The en¬ 
tire plant of the Full River Iron 
Work* Mills, owned by M. C. D. Bor¬ 
den. of New York, which were shut 
down to-day. following & strike of the 
weavers, will remain closed to-morrow, 
and the 5.000 operative* will continue 
In idleness.

Utopia is about as 
far away as It has been at any time 
In history. 

Yesterday and To-day. 

Booker T Washington says, in his 
second article upon the Negro, pub¬ 
lished in the Outlook, that aside from 
the plantation songs very little has 
come down to us from slavery days, 
and that this shows how* slavery looked 
to the masses of the people! A consid¬ 
erable number of narratives, he says, 
wero written by fugitive slaws with the 
assistance of abolitionist friends, but os 
these were composed for the most part 
under excitement of anti-slavery agita¬ 
tion they show things somewhat not of 
proportion. Under the title. "Tho 
Negro's Life Tn Slavery,'* the eminent 
educator, philanthropist, and former 
slave, draws a picture of the sunny 
side of slavery that cannot fall to im¬ 
press Southerners who owned slaves or 
those whose knowledge of the real con¬ 
ditions of slavery has come down to 
them from riave-holdiflg parents. 

Naturally. Dr Washington does not 
defend the Institution of human slavery. 
Hfe docs defend the Negro upon the one 
hand, and upon the other hand, the 
Southern slave-holder who has been 
slandered for more than a half century 
by writers and orators more inflammable 
than Informed. The truth pf the picture 
he draws commends It to the consid¬ 
eration of everyone who would know 
more about the real relation of slave 
and master than may be learned by 
reading Action written by apologists for 
slavery or less candid and less enlight¬ 
ening fiction written in the guise of fact 
by superheated abolitionists of the 
ante-bellum period, or by the malicious 
or misinformed writers of later years. 

The original slave trader. It la point¬ 
ed put, was the Negro himself. The 
trade originated In Africa. The Eng¬ 
lishman and the Northern white man 
brought to America the slaves that na¬ 
tive raiders rounded up In the interior 
of Africa to sell at the coast. 

Northern capital and Northern ships 
brought tho Negro slave to the South. 
The Southern white man was responsi¬ 
ble. as purchaser, for the slave system 
as It existed during the activity or the 
abolitionists. 

Here is a pen picture of slavery upon 
a small estate in Virginia: 

•There was a very great difference b«- 
twmn the life of the slave on the smalt 
plantations in the uplands and upon the 
big plantations along the coasts. To illus¬ 
trate. the plantation upon which 1 was 
born. In Franklin county, had. u I rr* 
member, only tlx slaves. My master and 
Iris sons alj worked together side by aide 
with his slaves. In this way ws all grew 
up togctlrer. very much like members of 
one big family." 

Slave* upon the larger plantations, 
where absentee landlordism prevented 
the up-growth of personal relations be¬ 
tween slave and owner, were less for¬ 
tunately situated, but life wa* not with¬ 
out Its compensations even on the large 
estates. 

"On sums of the larger estate* in Ala¬ 
bama and Mississippi, whloh were far re¬ 
moved from tlie influence of the city, and 
sometimes In the midst of tho wtlderness. 
mastpr and slaves frequently lived to¬ 
gether under conditions truly patriarchal 
But on such plantations there was. as a 
rule, no overseer." 

Conditions upon tho estates of Jeffer¬ 
son Davis and his brother, Joseph, are 
depleted as showing tho mutual trust 
and affection between master and slave, 
and the mutual Internals of the two In 
the prosperity of the plantation. Thom¬ 
as Nelson Page's "Icicle Billy,** and 
"Unci# Sam'* are referred to as typical 
characters worthy of study by ail who 


continues:

Civilisation has civilised the Individ¬ 
ual and Christianity has Chrlstl.nlaed 
him. But civilisation anti religion do 
not teem to civilize and Christianize 
nations. In churches we preach peace 
on earth ahd good will to man. con¬ 
demning avarice and self-seeking. In 
peace conferences wo discus* disarma¬ 
ment and adopt resolution* i favor of 
fcfbUimtfcm. But whether v# go to 
WSJ- or not Is largely a question of 
whuther the project lookj) profitable. 

Germany, if we are to take Lord 
NprthclifTc of the Times seriously, is 
ready to precipitate a 'remendoua 
tragedy In the form of a war for mer¬ 
cenary purposes. U Great Britain Is 
unwilling fur the fray It Is largely be¬ 
cause of tho formidable cl xracter of 
the Gorman arms. Japan would be 
carrying on a war of conquest to-day 
If she had the funds to foot tho bills. 
Cause for a quarrel would not be found 
wanting with ambit 1 n for military 
renown, the need of territory am! pride 
a« a newly •'arrived" p war stirring up 
the national spirit. Russia would like 
bo be at the throat of Japan again If 
ehe were In fighting trim. Spain re¬ 
cently Inaugurated a miserable con¬ 
flict with the Moors over mining right® 
to which it la claimed the Spanish 
have no title. The United State* is 
peacefully Inclined, and altruis j n 
Its dealings wit .„ie peopi© of its is¬ 
land poasaasi ms. But It pays to be so* 
There in room for our population and 
a field for the exercise of overyone's 
energies at home. Aggrandisement of 
territory Is a blunder from a purely 
busings point of view. If our 90.000.- 
000 red-blooded j»atrioU were confined 
to an area ns small In proportion to 
that population as Japan Is to her 
population of 50.000.000, or a* of 
England to her 63.000.000, wa should 
doubtless bo spending our tost dollar 
in ig-e pa ratio® to annex desirabl ter¬ 
ritory. 

With Germany and England con¬ 
tinuing to Increase their military and 
naval strength, and Japan only await¬ 
ing die reduction of her staggering 
national debt to Increase her army and 
navy, there is llltlo prosper of a re¬ 
daction of fleets and arm lea In any 


would understand the human side of 
slavery on aristocratic plantations. A 
passage in "Mars# Chan/* In which a 
faithful body servant tells of following 
his master In the charge and bearing 
hts body from the field, to wrap It in 
the Confederate flug and take It back 
to the old home. Is quoted as a bit of 
literature faithfully descriptive of facts. 

Not because the truth that It tells is 
new, but because, coming from a form¬ 
er slave. It Is corroborative of the plain 
tales from the plantations which the 
South has told and the North disbe¬ 
lieved since befor# the creation of Si¬ 
mon Legree, the following paragraph 
from the pen of Booker Washington 
Is quoted: 

'Th© negro lu exile from hi* native land 
neither pined away nor grew bitter On 
the contrary. •* aoon as he wits able to 
adjust htmself to the conditions of hi* 
new life, hi* naturally cheerful and affec¬ 
tionate disposition h-gon to assert Itself 
Gradually the natural human sympathies 
of the African began to take root In U>e 
soil of the New World, and then, grow¬ 
ing up spontaneously, to twine about the 
life tvf the white tnan, by whose aide the 
black man now found himself. The slave 
soon learned to lovo the children of hi* 
master, and they loved him In return. 
The quslnt humor of the negro slave 
helped him to turn many a hard comer. 
It helped him to excuse his mistakes, 
end by turning a reproof into a Jem, u 
soften the reeentment of hts master for 
hls faults" 

Says the- writer. In concluding hls ar¬ 
ticle: 

•There was much in slavery besides it* 
hardships and its cruelties; much that 
was tender, human and beautiful. The 
heroic effort* that many of the slaves 
made to buy their own and their chil¬ 
drens' freedom deserve to be honored 
equally with the devotion that they fro- 
qently showed tn the service of their 
musters. And, after all, considering the 
qualities which the negro slavo developed 
under trying condition*. It doe* not arm 
to me that there 1* any real reason why 
any one who wishes him well should de¬ 
spair of the future of the negro either tn 
this country or elsewhere." 

It may be added that there is still 
much In the relations of the white man 
and black man In the Mouth that re¬ 
flects credit upon both of the races 
thrown together first under condition* 
unfortunate for both, as slave and mas¬ 
ter. and now earning their bread and 
meat together under conditions even 
more unfavorable to the development of 
fraternal relations. 

During slavery likes and dislikes. b«- 
tjretn whites and blacks, were based 
largely upon qualities manifested by In¬ 
dividuals. Nowadays the Negro Is a 
ooll t leal factor. Hls enfranchisement 
left him enslaved lu regard to ths exer¬ 
cize of the right bestowed upon him. 
The comparative solidity of the Negro 
vote, a result of the carpet bagging that 


began in the sixties and continues at 
ths present time, brings him Into antag¬ 
onism with the type of Southerner who 
was kind to him as a slave and who Is 

In reality his best friend to-day. En¬ 
cysted In the body poll!ItIc in the 
South the Negro constitutes a "prob¬ 
lem** that Is vexed and that causes no 
little vexation about election time. 
Friction will not be relieved as long as 
the Negro vote remains sn available 
onset of a political party which has no 
real Interest in the Negro. But even 
uticJsn these hard conditions—they are 
about as trying to one race as to the 
other—we have the paradoxical picture 
of racial antagv>nlsm co-©xlrient with 
mutually pleasant relations between 
white and black Individuals. 

Nowadays the Southerner anathama- 
ttsc* the "nigger vote" with pardonable 
heat. But he ungrudgingly lets "Eph" 
or "Abe" leave hls tusk at the farm and 
vote the sentiments with which the Re¬ 
publican workers have supplied him. 
The relations of employer and employe 
are unchanged by the events of Ahe 
campaign or the results of the election. 
Each makes allowances for the preju¬ 
dices of the other. Politically, the air 
is sulphurous and the held bloody. But 
on jhe plantation the customary sereni¬ 
ty Is unbroken. This shows that 
slavory. agitation for abolition, war, re- 
cdfiat ruction and forty-five years of 
discussion, unredeemed by any effort at 
tactfulness upon the part of the aver¬ 
age contributor to tho dispute, have not 
made the Negro and the whits man as 
antagonistic In every day life as they 
appear upon paper or In politics. 

Viewed from a narrow angle of vision 
the racial disturbances that now and 
again disgrace the Bouth. and as often, 
such sections of the North Sis have a 
considerable Negro population, are held 
to prove tb« existence of racial feeling 
that portends a solution of the problem 
through heroic measures. Discouraging 
as the occasional lynching or "race 
riot is" It merely mean* that there are 
a good many criminals among the whKe 
population as well as among the N<- 
groco, whose numbers have grown from 
4.000.080 to 8.000.000 since slavery, and 
that the general laxity In the enforce¬ 
ment of criminal Iowa touch** this 
phase of lawlessness us well as others. 

No matter who was responsible in the 
first place, African raider, English tra¬ 
der. or New England capitalist, the 
South hae the Negro permanently. The 
Negro has the South as hls permanent 
held of endeavor. The obvious duty of 
white# and blacks is to make the best 
of ft. They are doing so In a way bet¬ 
ter understood by Booker Washing¬ 
ton and the Southern neighbors of hls 
race than by tho country at large, if 
there were more philanthropists us 
broad In tholr views and sympathies as 
the noted negro educator, and aa deep 
In their knowledge of tho subject, there 
would bo more rapid progress In the 
adjustment of the two races to condi¬ 
tions that are fixed and have to bo 
faced.

\VY arc accustomed to call our pres¬ 
ent aortal, organization a state of civ¬ 
ilisation. Is It, when tho methods of 
the resourceful Apuche are surpassed 
for flendlahness by those of white men 
residing In one of tho mqst favored 
counties In Kentucky? 

The failure of thoao entrusted with 
office, and charged with the duty of 
enforcing laws, to disc harge tholr func¬ 
tion, has been notorious for the last 
two or three year* In tho sections of 
Kentucky that formerly looked down 
upon the mountains as scenes of law- 
lsssnezs originating in Ignorance. Apol¬ 
ogists for the Crimea that have been 
committed by organised marauders 
will, of course, be incensed at the sug¬ 
gestion that there is kinship between 
the Boyle county outrage and crimes 
done by "night riders." But refarsnes 
to the record written in the flies will 
shew thst this crime, as atrocious ns 
It Is. does not surpnss unpunished 
crimes committed last year and the 
ye*r before. 

There remain unpunished, and ap¬ 
parently unsought by officers, the mur¬ 
derers of Hiram Hedges, of Nicholas 
county, an unoffending citizen, aasassl- 
noted for "moral effect." There remain 
at large, known no doubt, but not In. 
dieted, the wretches who shot a family 
of helpless negroes to death near Hick¬ 
man and burned their humble cabin, 
the flames lighting a scene of slaugh¬ 
ter outside of the building and the 
smoke hiding the dying within. There 
remains unavenged the causeless 
lynching of four negroes In Logan 
county—men not oven charged with a 
capital offense and probably guilty of 
nothing whatsoever. These and other 
outrages have paved the way for such 
acts of unbridled savagery hs that In 
Boyle county. Where the law may be 
laughed at license knows no limit and 
savagery Is developed rapidly. 


Mr. Sclligman** Thoughtfulness. 

Mayor Grinstead's silence In the face 
of entreaty 1* a candid confession thst 
ho Is afraid to enter a Joint debate In 
which the record of hia Administration 
would be discussed by Che opposing 
candidate. Mr. Selilgman's explanation 
show* him to be not a timorous poli¬ 
tician, afraid of being smashed by 
truth, but a thoughtful ar.d pntrlotlo 
man who prefer* to be called back- 
boneless rather than to be the cause 
of riot and bloodshed. While It is 
plain that Mr. Selllgman is In error 
as to the probability of mob violence 
resulting from a Joint debato between 
himself and Mr. Bullitt, hls thoughtful¬ 
ness, hls willingness to Immolate him¬ 
self upon the altar of public peace, do 
credit to bis character. 

Naturally, more or less IU feeling 


would result If Mr. Selligman should 
be forced publicly to confess the 
sins of the Administration. but 
there would not be the shadow 
of a possibility of Mayor Grln- 
ftcud's police fcyce having to haul pa¬ 
trol wagonloiids of red-handed rioters 
from a field of carnage, not the least 
probability that the CKy Hospital 
would be filled with the mangled re¬ 
mains of the pro-Grinstead and pro- 
Bclllgman portion of the audience, or 
the slenderest chance that Mr. Belllg- 
man himself would be borne home upon 
a shutter, reduced to an unrecognizable 
mass. 

We are not a 1-attn people, easily 
stirred to oqganlxod violence by the ex¬ 
posure of wrath-provoking conditions. 
Nor have the sins of commission or 
omission chargeable to the Grinstead 
Administration baen such as to pro¬ 
voke the employment of the rifle, the 
torch and tile dynamite bomb, by even 
the most Irresponsible element, when 
the ballot Is at hand, and Is a much 
more effective weapon. 

The Republican Administration 
climbed Into the saddle upon pre¬ 
tenses of piety and proceeded to play 
practical politics. Adding to hpyocrisy 
—always nauseating to the public — 
the sins common to corrupt or compla¬ 
cent administration, such as traffic 
In privileges, they have disgusted 
rather than enraged the people of 
Louisville. 

The Reform Administration hps been 
a grim and sorry jest at the expense 
of 4he voters who created It, Yet 
should Mr. Selligman and Mr. Bullitt 
meet upon the platform an Interested, 
but not bloodthirsty, audlenco, would 
hear them discuss Ka record. 'No bier 
or ambulance would be called Into re¬ 
quisition. The undertakers would not 
attend the debate in business capacity. 
But. we repeat, since Mr. Selligman 
Is of the opinion that an attempted de¬ 
fense of an Indefensible record would 
cause a riot. U Is distinctly creditable 
4o him that he declines to endanger the 
public peace by accepting the Invita¬ 
tion. 


The Barbers* Strike. 

The local barbers’ strike has been 
settled with everybody satisfied except 
the man who needs a haircut. The in¬ 
formation that ahaves and haircuts will 
come higher as a result of the tonsorlul 
walkout will not fall pleasantly on the 
ear* of the man who. perhaps, has been 
shaving himself and Just letting hls nair 
grow during the progress of tho strike. 

To those long accustomed to the 
ministrations of the barber thla ab¬ 
rupt changes to a safety razor, self* 
wielded, is decidedly painful. Borne men 
there arc who can never acquire the 
art of using a razor, safety or other¬ 
wise. and a razor In a bud thing to "go 
a projeckin* with" when one Is lack¬ 
ing In experience or skill. The would- 
be shaver who has lost the knack, or 
never had It to lone. Is likely to re¬ 
quire the service* of a surgeon before 
the "Hcraping" uct Is completed. He 
is still more likely to lose some of hi* 
distinguishing mark* and to inflict some 
other marks that will not add to hls 
facial appearance. Even If he should 
succeed in shaving himself the results 
are not always gratifying and he Is apt 
to leave patches of hirsute here and 
there that are highly offensive to the 
fastidious soul of a first-clans barber. 
A faultless neck shave under such cir¬ 
cumstances Is an. Impossibility. There 
might be some snrt of a makeshift for 
a nhumppo, but he ip ho need* a haircut 
when u barbers' strike Is on Is utterly 
without remedy. Mothers havo been 
known In emergencies tn trim the hair 
of their small sons, always with results 
both fearful and wonderful. No wife, 
however, would have the temerity to 
offer her services as halrcutter to her 
husband and no husband would submit 
to the ordeal If she did. 

A barbershop Is one of the necessary 
adjunct* of civilization, but a barber¬ 
shop without barbers is an abomlnu 
lion pure and simple. *A barber, though 
he be talkative and unskilled and given 
to the bad habit of dropping lather In 
places where the customer doesn't want 
It, 1* preferable to an empty chair. The 
man who needs n shave is uncomfort¬ 
able until he gets it and will wait for 
It, with more or less heroic patience, 
though there be «ix other men ahead 
of him all wanting a haircut, but watt¬ 
ing Is of no avail If the genius of razor 
and brush has jumped the Job because 
of some financial demands that failed 
to impress the boss of the shop. 

The situation for the Iasi week has 
been very discouraging for one need¬ 
ing aid In the difficult art of training 
up a crop of whisker* in the way they 
should go. Its alleviation Is made less 
pleasurable by the announcement of the 
master barbers that they will dig deep¬ 
er Into their customer** wallets In order 
to pay the Increased wage* demanded 
by the journeymen. The consensus of 
popular opinion, however, will doubtless 
find ultimate expression in tho oft- 
repeated axiom that while some thing* 
come high the public 1* bound to have 
them.

Washington. Sept 13 —The new tariff 
law does not apply to the Isthmus Ca¬ 
nal ©one, according to a decision given 
by acting Attorney General . Wade H. 
ETlls to tho Secretary of War and an¬ 
nounced to-day. The canal zone Is not 
one of the "possessions" of the United 
States within the meaning of that term 
In the first clause of the tariff act, says 
the acting Attorney General, but rather 
Is a place subject to the use, occupa¬ 
tion and control of the United States 
for the construction and maintenance of 
a ship canal connecting the waters of 
the Atlantic and Pacific. 

The effect of this decision will be to 
continue the present system by which 
the Panama Government collects duties. 

Tho acting Attorney General explains 
that there Is nothing In the new tariff 
law to indicate that Congress Intended 
to disturb the customs arrangements 
effective In the canal sons when the 
new tariff law was enacted.

Peary’s chief aide and navigator since 
1905. and to him Is due, in the opinion 
of Arctic explorer*, a large share of the 
praise for Peary's success. Bartlett Is 
a young man nnd come* from a family 
of Arctic navigator*. Some member of 
the Bartlett family has been conn d 
with nearly every expedition that has 
gone poleward within the last half cen¬ 
tury. Capt, Bob's three uncles, Capts 
Harry. John and Samuel Bartlett, have 
at different times taken Pamy Into the 
North. It was with Capt. John that 
Bob Bartlett mado his first trip into the 
Arctic. Later he made two trips with 
Capt. Samuel, and in 1906. when Peary 
decided to make another trial for thr) 
pole, the older members of the Bartlett 
family passed the command of tho 
Roosevelt along to the younger man 
Mr Foley said last night that Bartlett 
was more than a navigator to Com¬ 
mander Peary, that the two hxul enter¬ 
ed Into a solemn agreement that Capt 
Bob would push on to the pole if any¬ 
thing happened to Peary Said Mr. 
Foley, speaking of Capt. Bob’* career: 

•'Capt. Bob had been In charge of 
sealing voesels for several years be¬ 
fore he t.sKum**d command of th» 
Roosevelt At the agv of )9 year* he 
was r«tdy to receive his master mari¬ 
ner’s certificate from the hoard of navi¬ 
gation In Newfoundland, but was com¬ 
pelled to wait nearly two years on ac¬ 
count of his youthful ness. He was rap- 
lolu of the scaler Led yard, which went 
ashore mar Cape Race. X. F.. In a 
blinding snowstorm In March. 1907. HI* 
crew escaped death by the narrowest 
margin. They walked ashore over the 
’slob* ice and found themoelve* at th*» 
base of a steep cliff. Rope ladders had 
to be lowered before they reached 
safety. 

"Usually Arctic navigator* are con¬ 
tent with bringing the purty to the 
nearest poarible point to the pole and 
waiting on shipboard while the Ice par¬ 
ty goes on the seaKh. Capt Bob Is an 
exception. He refused to take charge 
of the Rno** velt until he ha/1 been as¬ 
sured that after gr<tlng as far north as 
possible with the slip he would bo per¬ 
mitted to Join the lc« party.

TERRIFIC PLUNGE; ESCAPES.

Plunging h»*adlong from the rocky side 
of a mountain In the Olympic Range, 
near Lake Cushman, and with his uncon¬ 
scious t*ody bounding from crag to crag 
for a distance of fully Sm feet and yet 
escaping without a broken bone. Is the 
* xperience that befell Fred Baker, of 
this city. 

In company with several others from 
this city. Mr. Baker climbed the moun¬ 
tain yesterday. About 4 o’clock the 
party started downward and had taken 
but a few steps when Baker lost his foot¬ 
ing and plunged over- a precipice before 
the horrified eyes of hi* wife, who was 
a member of the party. How far he fell 
lie doe* not know, but he was rendered 
unconscious by the fall and In this con¬ 
dition hi* body rolled down the mountain 
until finally caught by a bunch of *hrul»s. 

There he lay until found by W. J. 
Patterson, one of the party, who fully 
expected to find Baker dead. With the 
application of snow and ice Baker was 
revived and after a time walked to 
ramp, where hi* wounds were attended 
to. He wa* frightfully bruised about the 
body and fare and suffered much pain. 

He was made a* comfortable a* pos¬ 
sible, and at daybreak ibis morning the 
start for the city wa* made in an auto. 
The party reached here about 4 o’clock 
and Baker’s Injuries were attended to 
b> n physician. It woe found necessary 
to take len stitches In the different scalp 
wounds. Baker's body Is literally purple 
from head to foot. He l* at a loss to ex¬ 
plain hi* escape from death.

After parading the business streets 
under the post-summer sun in s natty 
uniform on the back of a big horse. 
Chief Haager wag able to show' up 
strong enough last night In the Board 
of Aldermen to defeat that part of the 
Ashcraft labeling ordinance which ap¬ 
plies to the police department auto¬ 
mobiles. Tho ’’little" Chief was not on 
the floor In person, but hfs trusty emis¬ 
sary. W. G. Munn. a member of the 
Board of Public Safety, saved the three 
police machines from being branded 
with the city’s ownership by means of 
the label ordinance. 

The original ordinance passed, with 
this one exception. As the city doesn’t 
own any vehicles aside from the police 
autos that anyone would particularly 
care to use f^r a Joy ride, the measure 
as it went through Is litle more or less 
than a Joke Mr. Munn advanced Chief 
II.iiLgor's argument that the efficiency 
of the three machine* practically would 
be destroyed to label them with the 
word ’’police.” The plea wax eo force¬ 
ful that tbe Automobiles were exempted. 
Mr Munn did, not bring out the fact 
that the Mayor would not care to at¬ 
tend German picnics In an automobile 
labeled "police” or that Chief Hanger's 
guests In Louisville would not enjoy 
using a machine so branded as a rub¬ 
ber-neck wagon. After a one-sided 
struggle the "police" efficiency of the 
machines was saved for the time be¬ 
ing. 

A majority of the Aldermen also rose 
up In Indignation and ilew the Reed 
ordinance, which prohibited any city 
employes or officials from accepting 
passes to places of public amusement. 
The majority board members hadn't as¬ 
sembled to practice self-sacrifice. The 
lower board spent fifty minutes In get¬ 
ting a quorum and thirty minutes In 
transacting business of minor Impor¬ 
tance. 

Both boards adjourned to meet again 
on the first day of next month.

Alderman Scott declared he was op¬ 
posed to the act because he could not 
se* why th* restrictions should t* 
placed upon him in view of the fact 
that hla law firm n-prosents an amuse¬ 
ment company.

In his 
opinion, the ordinance I* too far-reach¬ 
ing. (’hainnan Reichert was another 
who voiced hi* disapproval. When thft 
debate closed a vote w as taken and tha 
ordinance was rejected. Messrs. Scott, 
Punk*. Reichert. Stem and Vogt voting 
Against It, with Messrs. Ashcraft. Heag 
and Hoed standing for It.

“Automobiles Too Conapictious.’* 

Repnrtee marked the proceedings of 
the board for several minutes after the 
pass ordinance breathed Its last. It aU 
revolved around the label ordinance re¬ 
ported favorably by Alderman Ashcraft 
which say* plainly that all vehicle* 
owned by the cRy shall bear the name 
or Initials of the deportment to which 
It belongs. Alderman Stern started the 
bail rolling by declaring he waa op¬ 
posed to the measure because it made 
the police automobiles too conspicu¬ 
ous. 

W. Garnett Munn was granted the 
floor on this measure. He explanned 
to the Aldermen that, after due and 
careful consideration on the part of 
himself and Chief Haager. the police 
machines should not be labeled for the 
reason that they would be easy to rec¬ 
ognize as police machines, thereby 
making It Impossible for the "finest" to 
"slip up” on a disorderly gathering. 
Alderman Ashcraft could not see how 
an atrtomoblle could take anyone un¬ 
aware. but added he was willing to 
accept an amendment excluding the 
police automobiles. 

It would be a most remarkable 
achievement. In the opinion of Aider- 
man Re*-d, If anyone could "slip up** 
on a thief In an automobile. He de¬ 
clared that a thief or fugitive from 
justice would have to be deaf or asleep 
before It could be done. He spoke In 
favor of the measure further by naylng 
that thieves use their eyes as well a* 
their ears nvhen pursued by officer* of 
the law. He concluded by stating that. 
In his opinion. Mr. Munn would not 
convert any of the machines to his own 
private use. but that there Is the pos¬ 
sibility that some day the Board r»f 
Public Safety might have a "Joy rider.” 

"Hearing the gentleman talk, one 
might suppose that the Mayor made a 
mistake In appointing Mr, Haager 
Chief of Police." said Mr. Munn. Mr. 
Reed assured Mr. Munn that such was 
not the impression he sought to make 
on his auditors. He added that it wo* 
In the realm of probability for Chief 
Haager to err once In a while. 

When the laugh died away Alderman 
Hess submitted an amendment to the 
measure excluding the police machines. 
Alderman Reed wa* the only man to 
vote against It. The amended ordi¬ 
nance was then passed unanimously. 

Routine ruled during the balance of 
the meeting. The board adjourned at 
10:05 o’clock, to meet again Friday, 
October I. 


Ordinance Exclude* Them—Aider- 
men Kill Anti-Pass Measure. 

Tbe Board of Aldermen convened 
promptly at b o’clock, shortly after 
which a communication was read from 
Mayor Grlnstead asking the Council to 
authorize tho purchase by the Board of 
Public Works of a tract of ground at 
Twenty-eighth and Rowan streets. 
Alderman Reed ticked for Information, 
nnd Charles C. Stoll being present said 
that on attempting to Improve Twenty- 
eighth street the city found that thirty 
feet of the stxty-foot street belonged to 
private Individuals. 

A resolution accompanying the docu¬ 
ments touching upon the deal and grant¬ 
ing tho Mayor's request, was passed with 
only Mr. Re*d voting against It. after a 
motion by Mr. Ra*d. seconded by Aider- 
man Hoss, ortb'Hng it referred to a 
committee, was lost by a vote of 5 to 4. 
The property is to be purchisaed from 
Frank G. Breslin and wife and the 
price named In the correspondence was 
$500. 

When his opportunity came Mr. Reed 
advanced what was thought to be a 
new ordlnnnoe, but he explained that 
It was only a reproduction of an ordi¬ 
nance that passed the lower board some 
time ago, and was later lost In (he 
channels. Mr. Reed said he saw the 
measure as a member of a committee. 
The ordinance fixes and regulates the 
maximum price for fuel gas at 6 5.10 
cents per 100 cubic feet. The penalty 
for each violation Is fixed at not less 
than $10 nor more than $20. It was re¬ 
ferred to the gas and water committee. 

The $1,000,000 four-month appropria¬ 
tion <ordinance was reported favorably 
by Alderman Stern and passed by 
unanimous vote. 

The amended chauffeurs’ license, 
which was passed by the lower board, 
was next In the limelight. It was re¬ 
ported favorably and In a short time 
passed by unanimous vote. 

A resolution authorising Mayor Grin- 
stead to transfer the Center and Wal¬ 
nut-street school property to the Under¬ 
writers’ Realty Company was passed 
unanimously. It was explained that 
such action was necessary to make the 
title clear. In view of the fact that the 
city has an Interest in the property sold 
by the School Board some weeks ago.

Threatened once by a mob, sentenced 
to ho h'inged later, and for tho past 
twenty-five years rorvlng a Ufa sen¬ 
tence In prison under conviction to tho 
charge of murder in killing hi* wife, 
Mary McDougnl. In Jeffersonvlllo on 
September 28. 1882. tno Indiana State 
Board of Pardons. It I* understood, at 
the October meeting, will consider the 
pardoning of Anthony McDougnl, col¬ 
ored. who ha* taken his punishment 
uncomplainingly and no effort has been 
made to secure hi* rtlllW, because 
there was none to bring an Influ¬ 
ence to bear In that direction. Ho was 
formerly a shoemaker in Jeffersonvlllo 
and lived with hts wife and chil¬ 
dren at 727 Illinois avenue, next door 
to a colored Baptist church. 

Twenty-five years ago he was placed 
In the old Indiana State Prison, South, 
at Jeffersonville, and remained there 
until April 12. 1897, when he was trans¬ 
ferred with many other convicts to 
Michigan City. In each prison ho ha* 
served about the same length of time, 
twelve and one-half year*. At no time 
has ho ever received a reprimand for 
misbehavior and ha* a record of being 
one of the best convicts In the Indiana 
State Prison. 

Recently M. J. Keho of Jefferson¬ 
ville, went through tho prison and saw* 
McDougnl working at hi* bench, and 
he say* his appearance wa* not 
changed materially. He Is now nn old 
man and for this reason the Indiana 
State Board of Pardons will consider 
hi* release. 

Mrs. Powell Dies. 

Lacking a few hours of being at the 
institution one week, Mr*. Nancy De- 
ltla Powell died yesterday morning at 
the Mercy Hospital In Jeffersonville, 
following a long Illness from consump¬ 
tion. Mr*. Powell'* homo was two 
miles west of Charlestown, she having 
moved thero several year* ago from 
Jeffersonville. Some time ago ahe de¬ 
veloped consumption and on Monday 
morning, September 6. she was brought 
In an ambulance to Jeffersonville, her 
condition at that time being critical. 
She was 73 years old and originally 
was Miss Nancy Dell la McCarty. On 
November 14, 1858, she wtui married In 
Jeffersonville by Dr. Nathaniel Field 
to Thomas M. Powell, who has been 
dead many years. 

Her husband waa a well-known man 
In Jeffersonville from the fact that 
during the Seymour and Blair cam¬ 
paign In 1868 he had an arm torn ofT 
while assisting In firing a cannon dur¬ 
ing a Democratic rally on Lacaaaange 
Creek, between Jeffersonville and Utlcu. 
A companion. William Brendel. also 
lost one of his arms. Powell lived sev¬ 
eral years after this and following hi* 
death hie widow lived near Charles¬ 
town. She I* survived by two son*. 
William Powell and Charles Powell. A 
brother. Taylor McCarty, lives In Jef¬ 
fersonville. 


Young People Literally Faithful 
Unto Death. Bride Becoming 
Widow In Two Days. 


Orville B. Weatherford and Miss 
Florence Mitchell, who had long been 
sweetheart*, were made man and wife 
Saturday night as the groom lay on 
hi* deathbed at St. Joseph'* Infirmary.
